REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


To the Citizens of New Ipswich: 


In presenting this annual report we feel that the par- 
ents and others interested in our public schools have 
noted their progress from week to week, and know 
more or less of their success. As a whole our teachers 
have labored earnestly and faithfully for the children 
committed to their care. Aptness to teach, moral worth 
and a good degree of culture, with other essential qual- 
ities, have been brought to their work and have contrib- 
uted largely to its efficiency. Believing that ‘‘as is the 
teacher, so is the school,” it has been our aim to consult 
only the highest welfare of the child in their selection. 
Neither prevailing sickness, severity of weather, or im- 
passable roads by reason of deep snow (if we except 
the storm of Feb. 8), have interfered with the regularity 
of attendance, which should be continuous throughout 
the school year rather than just enough to satisfy the 
requirements of the law, as is sometimes the case. 

The registers show about the usual number of visitors. 
Let parents visit the school homes of their children and 
learn from personal observation the daily methods of 
discipline and instruction. It has been said that no de- 
fect exists in our public schools which might not be 
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removed by the codperation of parent and teacher. 
Among the evils, tardiness holds a prominent place. 
Children should learn at home that to be prompt at 
9 A. M. and I Pp. M. is a duty, and that a day’s absence, 
or a dismissal whereby one or more lessons are lost, is 
a step backward in the journey toward a higher educa- 
tion. We note few changes. First, perhaps, to be 
mentioned is the change on the School Board occasioned 
by the resignation on Sept. 7 of C. A. Preston, chair- 
man. ‘The vacancy was soon filled and the work pro- 
ceeded without interruption. 

The total enrollment of pupils for the year is 167, 
seventeen more than the year previous. Average daily » 
attendance 104, a gain of nine. No. 2 has made a fav- 
orable change numerically ; fourteen pupils being regis- 
tered this last term, nine more than in the winter of 
1892-3. No. 8 was in session 22 2-5 weeks. The 
removal of a portion of the pupils from the district in 
November left only two to attend in winter, and the 
school was discontiuued. The seven other schools with 
a single exception were kept open 31 weeks. 

The condition of some of ourschool buildings demands 
attention. At Smith Village the house is unfit for school 
purposes. A new chimney should be built to insure 
safety from fire, and the interior thoroughly reconstructed 
and furnished with modern and more comfortable chairs 
and desks. Comment as to the exterior isunnecessary— 
it speaks for itself. No. 11 school-house needs painting 
outside and the roof should be reshingled to preserve 
it. The floor at No. 4 needs repairing and the outside 
woodwork would last longer if painted. No. 3 also 
needs a coat of paint. The rain is finding its way through 
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the roof at No. 2 and causing the plastering to loosen 
and fall. 

The town is to be congratulated on the prospect of an 
increased appropriation for the support of its public 
schools. May the rising generation for whose mental 
elevation this friend of education has given so freely, 
and made the conditions of his benefactions so wisely, 
be taught while enjoying its benefits to hold in grateful 
remembrance their benefactor and friend.

Spalding School Fund Committee.

The town having neglected to choose a committee for 
receiving and investing the ‘‘Spalding School Fund,” the 
selectmen appointed a temporary committee on Dec. 31, 
1894, viz: Moses M. Balch, Joseph A. Wheeler and 
Frederic W. Jones. Said committee were empowered 
to act until the annual March meeting, when a commit- 
tee shall be chosen according to the clause specified in 
the will of the benefactor, Hon. Isaac Spalding, a native 
of this town. 

Dr. Edward Spalding, one of the executors of the 
Spalding will, paid ten thousand dollars to the committee 
on Jan. 5, 1895, at his office in Nashua, N. H. On 
Jan. 26, 1895, a note was taken from the town of New 
Ipswich for a loan of $6,500, upon which one endorse- 
ment has been made for the sum of fifteen hundred 
dollars. ‘The balance of the fund is in the charge of the 
the committee, who are negotiating for other invest- 
ments.
